Watson Sellar, auditor gen- 
eral, in his annual report to 
parliament on the government's 
public accounts for the year 
ending March 31, 1952, found the 
opposition with new ammuni 
tion in its concentrated attack 
on Mr. Claxton and the defense 
department 
EIGHT SYSTEMS 

In a section of his report de- 
voted to the service forces ac 
counting Mr. Sellar found there 
were at least eight separate ac- 
counting systems in use to com- 
plicate matters. Operations such 
as: Korea were the cause of seri- 
ous drainages of experienced 
personnel from stores work, “so 
substantial that general effi- 
ciency is not maintained.” 

The defense department in a 
statement issued Monday ac-

She asked if there were 
names of persons on Petawawa 
payrolls which did not represent 
living human beings and then 
put a number of supplementary 
questions 

The prime minister said the 
answer to the first question is 
“no.” Therefore the other ques- 
tions, such as rate of pay, de- 
ductions for: income tax and 
payment by cash or by cheque, 
were not applicable. 

Mrs. Fairclough's questions 
resulted from the report of Mr. 
Currie which detailed irregulari- 
ties at Petawawa. It said that

Then he 
hired separately a number of 
laborers and put them on the 
payroll as if they owned the 
horses. The laborers turned 
over half of the $1.50 an hour 
they were paid to the sergeant 
to meet the cost of the horses. 

The laborers, Mr. St. Laurent 
sald, had income tax deductions 
made at the full $1.50 hourly 
rate. So despite Mr. Currie’s 
two-line reference in his report 
to horses actually being on the 
payroll in the name of non-ex- 
istent laborers, there were no
